BANK Rt'PTCY PROCEEDINGS 
ARE EXPLAINED 
T here 
are 
always 
a 
certain 
num ber of families in the United 
States 
with 
serious 
financial 
troubles At tills time, the n um ­ 
ber is relatively few. To those 
few and to their creditors, this 
oolumn should be of particular 
interest. 
The principal reported causes 
which throw families into finan­ 
cial difficulties are: Inflation and 
high taxes, 
inability 
to 
resist 
•’impulse*’ buying, combined with 
easy credit, illness or other em er­ 
gencies. or Just plain bad Judg­ 
m ent and mismanagem ent. 
Some people in financial diffi­ 
culty. when threatened with leg­ 
al 
proceeding 
to 
collect 
o u t­ 
standing deb;.', seek 
the 
relief 
offered 
them by feder.il bank­ 
ruptcy laws. 
T he 
purpose 
of 
bankruptcy 
laws is to perm it an honest but 
u nfortunate or weak debtor 
to 
surrender or account for all his 
property for the benefit of his 
creditors and in exchange be dis­ 


c h a rg ed of his debts. 
! 
Any adult who is insolvent may 
become a voluntary bankrupt bv 
having his attorney prepare for 
¡him 
a bankruptcy petition, to­ 
gether with schedules of his as- 
(sets and liabilities, and then file 
the sam e in the proper United 
States district court, 
j 
After the detnor is adjudicated 
a bankrupt he is required to ap- 
jpear for exam ination as to his 
assets in the bankruptcy court, 
and if he fully accounts for his 
(assets and has not violated any 
of the bankruptcy laws he will 
thereafter receive a discharge of 
his debts. 
I 
If he Is granted a discharge 
of his debts, he has started a 
new financial life as of the date 
he filed bankruptcy. The assets 
[ which he thereafter acquires can­ 
not be reached to satisfy the old 
debts, nor will creditors be per­ 
m itted to sue him on the old 
debts. 
Dishonest 
debtors 
sometimes 
¡endeavor to gain advantages for 
themselves 
not allowed 
by 
the 
I bankruptcy 
laws. 
In 
these 
in­ 
stances. upon objections to dis­ 
c h a rg e by creditors, they not on­ 
ly will be denied a discharge of 
I their debts, but the courts will 
be prone to deal harshly with the 
offenders if they have violated 
the crim inal laws. 
The head of a family is en titl­ 
ed to claim as exempt any prop­ 
erty which is exempt under Tex- 
ias homestead laws, which in the 
ordinary case will be his home, 
(household furniture, wearing ap ­ 


parel, the family automobile and 
tools of his trade or profession. 
However, if any of this property 
is covered by a mortgage or con­ 
ditional rales contract he m ust 
pay any balance due thereon, or 
the owner of such mortgage or 
contract may repossess. 
B ankruptcy has a lasting ef- 
it and in the usual case causes 
feet upon a person's future cred- 
the creditors to lose their entire 
debt. 
M any 
bankruptcies 
could 
be 
avoided if tbe "overloaded" debt­ 
or would make a timely effort to 
sit down with his creditors and 
work out plans for reduced pay­ 
m ents over extended periods.
